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THE CHOLEKA SITUATION. 

The number of cases of cholera being reported in Italy is on the 
decrease. The number of cases in Tunis, on the other hand, has been 
increasing. Otherwise, the reports being received indicate no mate- 
rial change in the cholera situation. 
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
